w:;nlesome lawa «xist, unless they are 
at) telly carried into ei^ecution, and tha; 
'^oo without respect to rank or person—» 
F '»• this impor.aiu pu> pose, have C’uurts 
ul Justice been established, and Ju< ie-> 
aummoncd to attend upon them, that by 
tlieir mutual co-operation, tha libentcs 
of the citiacn> may be firmly secnrcd. 
and the i;rand ends of juttice fuily anil 
completely answered.—All nations, in 
all ages, h au erected Tribunal«, before 
wuich the jv p lain ts of their subjecta 
might be heaid, and adjudicated upon ; 
and experience haa proved, that they arc 
intimately interwoven with the very ex­ 
istence of civil society. 
Every indivi- 
rlual haa a vital interest In the exocu- 
lion of tlie laws; inasmuch aa they en-- 
aure security to his life, his liberty, and

In a 
Urge field on the right of the village aix 
sqaarea wore attacked at tho aame time ¡ 
all »ucceeded in repelling tbe enemy, 
tiie cavalry of the advanced guard, in 
the meantime retiring ia the intervals, 
forming io4he rear,and advancing again 
to charge the enemy*a C ivalrf, after it 
had been thrown into disorder, and com­ 
pelled to i-etire from the destructive five 
of the squarea. Tbe enemy*» numbers, 
however, increaaed, and large bodies of 
cavalry were seen to be moving round 
on either lank. Two battalions of in­ 
fantry of the advanced guard, which had 
entered the village, could not form in 
time, and »uffered con»idcrably. Field- 
Marshal Blucher, who had little cavalry 
with him« reaolved ou withdrawiog hia 
force from a position where such aa un­ 
equal contest must be waged. 


I'he infantry were directed to retire 
in columns and square», with artillery io 
the internât, covered in tbe llanka and 
rear by skirmisher» and cavaliy. The 
enemy lost no time, in making Uie bold- 
eat and mo»t direct atiacka.—The coun­ 
try through which the line of retreat lay, 
waa generally open, without encloaure, 
but with amall wooda and copaea, which 
enabled the enemy*a cavalry to conceal 
it» movemeou.—Tbe infantry avoided, 
in general, entangUng themselvqa h 
them, and were thua the better eaabled 
to preaerve their perCact forawtbo and 
hold the epemy m greater respect.— 
From the village »>f Janvillier«, to about
